All Monopolies Bad, fe Says-Denles That All

81. Louis, Mo,, Bept. 16.—Mr, Bryan arrived
in this city at 420 o'clock this alterncon to de-
Hver bis much heralded address on trusts at the
Coltseuin, under the ausploes of the Com-
meroial Travellers’ Assoclat'on. Before orossiog
the blg bridge he addressed an audlence of
£,000 porsons In East S5t. Louls. At 7:20 o'clock
Mr. Bryan addressed 8,000 persons in Concordia
Park. It was 8:90 o'clock when he entered the
Coliseum and he received quite an ovatlon,

The bullding, which has a seating capacity of
7,000, was crowded. Three thousand ohairs had
been placed in the a-ena and these were filled.
Bome estimates are that 15,000 persous were
Jammed In the place.

Whi e the meeting was bheld under the aus-
plces of the commeroial travelers, the State
Democratic Cominittee had taken advantage of
the occasion to make it a grand rally.

Web ter Davis held the attention of the audi-
ence while walting for the speaker of the even-
fng. Mr. Bryanspoke in part as follows:

“T'he lament of David over Absalom is one
of the most pathetic passages of the Old Testa~
ment. The fact that the son was In rebellion
agalnst clvil as well as parental authority did
not shake the father's affection, and the anx-
fous query, 'Is the young man, Absalom, safe?
lingers in the memory of all who study the life
of the great Hebrew king. And, yet, the in-
tarest which David felt In his son Absalom has
ita parallel in the more than 10,000,000 families
which make up the American people.

“No language can describe & mother's love,
or overstate the abiding interest which the
fathar feels In the welfare of his child. From
the time when the mother's life hangs in the
balance at the boy's birth until the death of
the parents there is scarcely a waking hour
when the son {s not present in thelr thoughts
and plans. It is to this parental devotion, so
universally recognized, that I desire to appeal
on this ocecasion,

and mother to present political and Industrial
conditions, 1 would ask them to analyze these
conditions, Investigate their causes and their
tendencies. 1 would press upon them thla
question: ‘Ia the yonng man, Absalom, safe?
Are you satisfied with the possibilities and the
probabllities which now open before your
son?

“Is he safe when foreign or domestlo financiers
are allowed to detarmiue the monetary sys-
tem under which he lives?

“Is he safe when national banks control the
volume of money with which he does business?

Cornelius Vanderbilt yesterday won the
Adams cup for 70-footers, The race was salled
under the auspices of the Atlantic Yacht Club
and was & part of the Fall Regatta of that
club. Owing to an lmportant engagement H.
B. Duryea was unable to sall the Yankee and
H. P, Whitney did not oare to assume the respon-
sibility of racing that yacht, so the Yankee was
towed to Newport. The Virginia did not start
because her owner, W, K. Vanderbllt, Jr., wished
to get to Newport, and so the Ralnbow and the
Mineola fought it out for the handsome cup.
The wind was strong from the east, and out-
side there was a big sea running and the race
pro to be one of the best witnessed this

he cup for which the yachts raced was
offered by ex-Commodore Frederick T. Adamas.
It was offered early {n the season and is & flue
specimen of the silvermmith's art. It was
hoped that the four 70-footers would com-
pete for this trophy and if they had done so
the second yacht would have won & cup offered
by Bartow 8. Weeks. This oup will be the
prize in another class,

The Mineola and Rainbow were on hand
early., Vice-Commodore K. P. Doremus was
on board the Mineola with August Belmont,
and on the Rainbow were Newberry D. Lawton
and Mrs. Vanderbilt, There were women,
too, on board the Mineola. It was anything
but a pleasant day for a sall. The sea knocked
the boats about and often splashed over thelr
decks making things uncomfortable.
